A Boston newspaper says : Can- 
ada's unflinching determination to 
continue in the war and throw her 
whole available strength on the side of 
Great Britain tor democracy, right- 
eousness; humanity and freedom or 
the nations to live, each in ils own 
way, -was expressed by Sir William 
Peterson, Principal of Mctiill Univer- 
sity, Montreal, al the 106th banquet or 
the Boston Bool and Shoe Club. 

The vice-president of I he club, Fred' 
H. Iticc. presided. '■Canada," be said, in 
introducing the guest, "has come lo he 
a billion-dollar country in respect to 
the volume of international trade, and 
it is significant. Uiat fully U7 per cent, 
of its cxiwrt business is carried on 
with Ihc United Slates, for Canada 
sells to us nearly $150,000,000 worth 
of goods annually, and we in the 
United Stales sell to her more than 
♦400,000,000 worth. Could nnytbing 
throw a stronger light on the Intimacy 
between these two nations? 

"Our shoe manufacturers find a 
market in Canada every year for 
about $3,000,000 worth of footwear, al- 
though they at** sadly handicapped 
just now by the inequitable conditions 
governing the tariff systems of both 
countries. 

" lu other words, the United Slates 
gives an absolutely free market to 
Canadian shoe manufacturers and tan- 
ners, while our friends of the Domin- 
ion, in pursuance of their long-accept- 
ed policy of protection, have built up 
against us, including the recent war 
lax, a tariff wall of nearly 40 per cent, 
against our products- This is one of 
the many examples of how two neigh- 
boring and friendly countries ought 
not to maintain their tariff arrange- 
ments. 

■■ I need not remind this audience 
that several of our leading American 
shoe manufacturing concerns have es- 
tablished branch factories in Canada, 
parlly as a consequence of tie UllfC- 
ciprocal tariff arrangement, and 1 am 
glad lo say that these appear to have 
achieved at least a measurable suc- 
cess." 

Sir William rctcrsoti reminded his 
audience that the cause of the Allies 
was the cause of the United Stales, as 
well as of Great Britain and Canada. 
He was therefore surprised that nono 
of (ho American peace rociclics--aud 
he was a member of oil or U) cm— pad 
cared lb pronounce any judgment as 
lo the horrors which had attended iU" 
conflict, even If they did not wish la 
pronounce judgment, as to ihc influ- 
ences which had brought it about. 

As to the neutrality which had been 
so carefully imposed upon Americans 
from Washington, he pointed out that 
in spile of it. one had only lo open u.i 
American newspaper In see v. hat lati- 
tude was allowed in the United Statua 
to the expression of individual opin- 
ion. And if American citizens Hap- 
pened to be killed during a Zeppelin 
raid in England, he ventured to ihink 
Americans as a nation would take a 
less detached interest in some of the 
atrocious methods ih.it were being 
practised in the war than they were 
now taking. 

Britain's .Motives Defended. 

Sir William proceeded to outline the 
Brllish case and lo defend Great Ilrit- 
ain from charges made as to tier mo- 
tives in entering Hie struggle. 

"The war," he said, "raises the 
greatest issue in human history. The 
beginning of it was a tiger spring at 
the throat of freedom in Europe. No 
Government ever entered a war mum 
reluctantly than England, and I know, 
I for T was in 1/mdon at the time. It 
j was boih honor and interest that took 
' us Into it. And the most distinct prool 
I of the righteousness of our cause is 
I t he way in which Britain's overseas 
I Dominions rallied to her support. 
1 "It is a tremendous Issue for Cau- 
|ada, but there are compensations for 
the sacrifices. Our great Dominion is 
gaining an added sense of unity 
through this war. Another compensa- 
tion is the stimulating consciousness 
of imperial unity. You don't hear now 
of ihc willingness of Canadians to help 
thn Old Country. They have risen to 
a higher conception— they know that 
the existence of thn Empire Is at stake 
and that it is a fight for life itself. 

"A third compensation Is ttie qnvli- 
cricd consciousness in individuals of 
public duly and public service, Can- 
ada ha."-. 120,000 men In Europe already 
60,000 at llio fioni and 60,000 In 
England waiting to be called. She Is 
now preparing to send 120,000 more. 
And after the war Canada will be a 
different country. She is even now 
quickly preparing to readjust her life

Arts and Science Graduate Dies 
After a Very Short 
Illness. 



Al'Ullir Putnam Scott. K.A., II. Sc.. a 
MciJill graduate, who gained a name 
tor himself as a chemist and metal- 
lurgist while counseled with the Do- 
minion t.'oal Company, the Dominion 
Iron and Steel Company, the General 
Electric Company, and other large 
corporations, died yesterday morning 
it t tic Montreal General Hospital, af- 
ter a very short illness, of pneu- 
monia. 

Mr. Scott, who was the eldest son 
or the llev. Dr. Epbraim Scott, editor 
of the Presbyterian Record, was born 
in Milford, N.S.. on December " I, 1S76. 
Ho wue educated at tli« public schools 
In Now Glasgow, N.S., at the Mont- 
real High School, where he was a 
medallist, and at McG'.'l University, 
wlicic be look courses in both Arts 
anil Applied Science. Mr. Seolt was 
graduated In Arts in 1SD6 with the de- 
gree or U.A., and gold medal in nat- 
ural science, and was graduated in 
Science two years later with the de- 
gree or I3.A. Sc.. and the British As- 
sociation gold medal. ' 
l'or a year after graduation. Mr. 



Scott was demonstrator in chemistry 
at the University, and left here lo be- 
come assistant chemist with the Do- 
minion Coal Co. lu lliuo he accepted 
a similar position with Ihe Dominion 
Iron and Steel Company, and in 1904 
was promoted to become chief chemist. 
ar.il engineer of tests with the same 
corporation. Mr. Scott remained with 
tbo Dominion Iron and Siecl Company 
ur.iil !!>i>N, when he entered the .re- 
search laboratory of the General Elec- 
tric Company at Schenectady. N.Y.. as 
metallurgist' Later he became con- 
nected with Hie Allegheny Steel Com- 
pany at Pittsburg. 

At the end or January, Mr. Scott 
ciimo to Montreal to supervise Ihc in- 
stallment of an electric furnace, at the 
Thomas Davidson Co. plant. He was 
laken ill, and removed to the General 
Hospital on February n. A wife sur- 
vives. 

The funeral will be held to-uiurrow 
afternoon, at two o'clock, from 
Ersklno Church. 



Orders relaUug to the tactical exer- 
cises to be carried out by the McGill 
Canadian Officers' Training Corps al 
jStc- Anne de Dellcvuo am] vicinity 
jiiext Sunday were issued yesterday by 
Captain J. C. Simpson, adjutant of the 
C.O.T.C. 

The McGill Contingent. C.O.T.C, ac- 
companied by the 5th Overseas Uni- 
versities Company, will proceed to 
Ste. Anne de IJellcvue for tactical ex- 
ercises on Sunday. The Macdonald 
College contingent. CO.T.C, will join 
the parly at Ste. Anne's. Each man 
must bring with him a lunch and a 
tiu or granite cup. Haversacks will 
be issued when the men fnll in. Hot 
coffee will be served by the quarter- 
master. 

The contingent will tall in at the 
Old High School. Metcalfe street, at ;i 
a.m., and will march lo Ihc Windsor 
street station via Metcalfe. Dorches- 
ter and Windsor streots. The troops 
will march directly on to the station 
platform, ami when the head or the 
column reaches Ihe front, of the train 
it will be halted by a whistle blast and 
given right, or left turn, as the case 
may be, to bring it into line facing the 
train. On the order to entrain bring 
given, platoon commanders w ill march 
their men into the cats allotted them 
in single file, and will see that the 
men immediately seat themselves with 
rifles between their knees. Absolute 
discipline must be maintained, No 
smoking, loud talking or moving about 
will be permitted until five minutes 
after the train has departed- 

On .arrival at Ste. Anne de Hellenic 
no one will be permitted to leave the 
train until the bugle sounds "Mark- 
ers," when the company markers will 
immediately fall out and will be 
placed in position by the battalion I 
sergeant-major. Upon the 'Tall in" 
being sounded, men will immediately 
del rain and quietly anil expeditiously 
fall in upon their markers, The whole 
force will march, with advanced, rear 
and flank guard protection, along the 
Ste. Annc's-Seniicvillc. road and over 
the ice to a small hay near Morgan's 
Point, a distance of about. 2% miles. 
Here the force will bivouac and have 
lunch. 

During the afternoon. D Company, 
under Captains Robinson and McDou- 
gall, will act as a blue Ihostilet force, 
defending a position on Hie Golf Dinks 
at Scnncville. The rest of the party, 
acting as a red force, will attack the 
blue force, and when the latter is 
driven from Its position, will pursue ll 
in the direction of Sic. Anne's. De- 
tailed operation orders will he Issued. 

It is expected that the battalion will 
reach the city about 5.15 p.m. Tho 
same discipline must be maintained 
on the return as above.

like that of ihc man who. In calling 
himself neutral, explained that he 
"did not care who beat the Germans, 
whether it was the English. French 
or the Russians." 

Sir William Pctcrron spoke at a 
luncheon of tho alumni of Harvard 
Theological School on Wednesday on 
"The Relation of the University to (he 
Divinity School," He took occasion to 
pay a high tribut" lo Prof. Klrsopp 
Lake, who has recently been added to 
the faculty or Harvard and who. Sir 
William says, is one of the most dis- 
tinguished biblical scholars of the day.

Arc they spent in recreation, clean and wholesome and educa- 
tional, or are they wasted following false diversions and sham 
pleasures? Let us stop to consider what can be done in that hour 
between five and six, just before supper, for instance. If you are 
on the basketball squad, or out for some other team, there is no 
need to ask, practice takes care of that. If, however, you are 
just the average man. do you seek the lure of the "movies," or do 
you spend the hour, say. reading the better current magazines? 



common— some arc. but we lay them aside— but consider the fact 
that the best aro.not easily available, and, even if they were, would 
be a constant drain on finance. Let us make a plea for the maga- 
zine room in the Library, for the current fiction stocks that want 
circulation, for the great hour by oneself, without the .jingle of an 
underpaid orchestra and the flash of a most coveted picture play. 
Those hours are lost which arc spent in the latter diversion, and 
they can never be regained. 

One can squander a fortune and win it back again — one can 
spend a dollar and feel that it has given at least a sense of satis- 
faction, but it is impossible to squander a single hour with any 
chance cf its returning, or with any sense of spiritual, mental, or 
physical satisfaction. It is almost impossible, at the time, to 
measure the lost hours, and feel how great is the sense of duty to 
oneself they involve. Dante, in his Purgatoria, has reserved a 
place for those who have wasted their time. A man's own con- 
science has renewed a place for his own action every time he is 
yuilty of it. An indictment against games of chance, cheap 
movies, indiscriminate choosing of companions, and the results 
which go with such foolhardiness, is never more effective than 
when a man himself realizes that when all is said and done, in the 
four years of his undergraduate days he wasted, perhaps, two 
hours each day. "W hy." he ejaculates, "that's fourteen hours a 
week, five hundred and sixty hours a year, or, in four years, nearly 
a \?ar of wasted hours." 

This realization often comes too late in his college career. He 
has simply lost the close association with the finer things, good 
booksr clean athletics, service to his fellows, or, best of all. the 
hours of reflection which are our best hours when we only stop to 
think of the fast-moving, quickly-changing world in which we live. 
He cannot regain those hours, but he, as well as ourselves, can 
apply the brakes at once. Don't let an hour escape of which you 
cannot say "I have gained something— 1 have learned something 
— I am satisfied."

In tut remarkable success of the 
new Allen starvation treatment for 
I sugar diabetes, tbo medical world is 
experiencing almost a unique demon- 
stration of tbc immediate practical 
value of anima! experimentation in 
ibc service of human welfare. Me 
have become accustomed to ibe idea 
tbai experiments on animals arc ne- 
cessary to fiuding the ways to combat 
and control infectious diseases. It is 
a new thiiig;, and a proof or ibe tre- 
mendous importance of experimental 
physiology, that a very serious and 
widespread human disease like dta- 
beles— - what might properly be called 
a physiological disease— has suddenly 
coniP uuder control by the direct ap- 
plication of animal results to human 
beings. 

Two Huston Examples. 

How radical a change has been 
worked in tho treatment of diabetes 
by the new method is sharply dis- 
played by two cases in our immediate 
neighborhood. In preface, it may be 
explained that diabetes m its ad- 
vanced stages often presents one or 
more ot three very dangerous fea- 
tures. Gangrene, usually of the toes, 
is one critical condition, Severe car» 
blindes on the back of the neck, often 
very difficult to heal after surgical re- 
moval, at times cause death. Acidosis, 
finally, sometimes causes the coma 
which is one typically fatal ending to 
the severe case of diabetes- 

The first case is that of a man now- 
lying In n private hospital just outside 
the city, a diabetic who has gangrene 
of l he toes. Two of Boston's leading 
surgeons very recently advised this 
man that amputation of his leg waa 
the only way lo save his lire. Dut lue 
man held on to his leg, and uuder 
starvation treatment ihe gangrene has 
been cheeked and the patient has been 
saved.

lowed her no food but whiskey and 
coffee. At the end of the first C4 
hours ihe patient showed some sigus 
ot acetone poisoning. Dr. Boldheart 
was worried.

Dr. Boldheart was doubly 
worried. "I began to think I was 'up 
a tree'," he told the siory. "Here was 
I with my first, patient apparently go- 
ing Into fatal toms- If she died, how- 
could I explain it? 1 should be a

Dr. Allen's Animal Experiments. 

Dr. Frederick M. Allen, who devised 
the new starvation treatment, based it 
on several years or laborious experi- 
mental work wilh animals In the lab- 
oratories of ihe department of preven- 
tive mediciuc at the Harvard Medical 
School. It was duo mainly to the. en- 
couragement and support or that de- 
partment, through Dr. Rosenau, that 
the work was done, and a tull account 
or it published some three years ago 
In a bulky book. Dr- Alien studied 
dlabctca produced experimentally iu 
auimnls. He found, nlso, that the ex- 
cretion of sugar, which is the mark of 
the disease, could be stopped by a 
period of fasting. In ihe preface to 
his book he concluded his references 
to his work wilh the statement that 
"it is believed that the euro of dia- 
betes is now a feasible experimental 
problem." 

Rockefeller Ghcs Opportunity. 

The Rockefeller Institute in New- 
York thought well of Dr. ARen's con- 
clusion, and gave him an opporlunUy 
to apply hjs method to human patterns 
In the hospital of the institute. Im- 
mediate success followed. The hu- 
mans, like tho dogs and cats or the 
Harvard Medical Laboratory, slopped 
excreting sugar as soon .:s sugar and 
other substances from which sugars 
could be derived ceased to be received 
as food. After that Initial success, it 
was a comparatively straightforward 
piece of work to devise diets of gradu- 
ally increasing nutritive aud energy 
value until the patient's limit or lolcr- 
aucc had been reached. 

.Massachusetts General Adopts It. 

As soon as (he promise of the new- 
treatment was made evident by the 
results in the Rockefeller Institute 
Hospital, one of the two medical ser- 
vices of the Massachusetts General 
Hospital lu Boston took it up. The 
general introduction of the Allen 
method to the medical profession is 
due, curiously enough, to mc work of 
(he Massachusetts General rather than 
tu, the Rockefeller Hospital. Tho im- 
mediate care of the diabetes patients 
in this particular service at the Mas- 
sachusetts General, as well as tbc rou- 
tine laboratory work for ihcui, was in 
the hands of a young physician, Dr. 
Lewis Webb Hill, uuder the direction 
of Drs. Cabot. Roger I, Lec ana Wil- 
liam H. Smith. Dr. 'Webb made full 
use of the opportunities in his hands. 
Miss Rcna. S. Eckman, dietitian of the 
hospital, co-operated with him In de- 
vising a scries of diets carefully cal- 
culated for their carbohydrate, (at and 
proteld values, and for their caloric 
or energy values. Last August these 
two, as joint authors, produced a slim 
little book devoted mainly to the diet 
of the Allen treatment- The edition 
was taken up by the profession in six 
weeks. 

Now comes a second cditiou, much 
enlarged, with a fuller discussiou of 
the theory of the treatment; with de- 
tailed directions for making all neces- 
sary chemtcal lests, and with a very 
complete list of diets, beginning with 
the first feeding after the. "s(arva(ion" 
period, nnd extending through, a mul- 
titudc of diets and separate meals, 
with many recipes for the preparation 
ot special dishes, by which the dia- 
betic can conduct his diet for himself 
after he has been brought up to his 
standard of food intake. Tho great 
usefulness of the new book, as Dr. 
Cabot points cut in his introduction, 
is that it provides detailed schedules 
of diets giving the food composition 
and calorie values. The patient him- 
self thus has at command nu explicit 
and exact guide which It was difficult 
for even the physician to furnish. Dr.

rroblem nnd Treatment. 

A few main facts as lo the disease 
diabetes will help to an understanding 
of the theory of the Allen starvation 
treatment.

Ilcforc the stugo of 
eonui is reached, acidosis eau usually 
bo controlled by the free administra- 
tion of ordinary bicarbonate of soda- 
cooking soda— and this has been much 
employed by physicians In the many 
cases of diabetes which 3how symp- 
toms of acetone jioisoning- The ser- 
iousness of marked acetone poisoning 
will sufficiently explain tho worry of 
young Dr. Boldheart, already referred 
to. It may be worth noting, os a side- 
light on the recent "epidemic" of 
acidosis about Boston, that a death 
may be. Immediately due to acidosir 
wheu the acidosis is merely a feature 
of the ultimate cause, diabetes. Dr. 
Hill reports a case from his ward at 
(he Children's Hospital which illus- 
Iralcs this. A child, diabetic, who had 
been treated successfully by the Allen 
method, died suddenly of acidosis 
some months afler h!3 discharge from 
the hospital, in spite of the fact that 
his diet was carefully regulated. It is 
probable that tho ullimalc cause of 
some of ihe reported child deaths 
from acidosis was really undiscovered 
diabetes, and not the flcetingly popu- 
lar iuflucuza of the late panic.

Licut.-Col. Peters, Mod. 'OS, officer 
commanding No. 9 Field Ambulance 
here, which will shortly go overseas, 
was presented with a pocket case ai 
the monthly meeting of the Newfound- 
land Society.

The officer, after acknow- 
ledging the gift, gave an interesting 
address on the work of a Field Ambu- 
lance Corps while on active service. 



Major F. S. Tatch, A.D.M.S., spoke 
the fourth and fifth year Med?, 
yesterday morning, at the Medical 
Theatre, in the Royal Victoria Hospi- 
tal, regarding their going overseas af- 
ter graduation. 

He said Canada ha? t-eut over one 
thousand doctors abroad aud their 
vacancies at home ure felt by all. The 
need is still acute, and a great many 
more are required; only something 
over four hundred of these aie with 
the Army Medical Corps. At present 
he has vacancicss he cannot fill, 

His interests are. naturally wiih the 
Canadian Army Medical Corps, but he 
is uot prejudiced; the whole struggle 
Is for one flag aud one Empire. 

His reason for coming up yesterday 
was to find just how many of the 
fifth year were going overseas after 
graduation, as the Adjutant-General at 
Ottawa wished to know. He bad un- 
derstood that arrangements were bc- 
iug made to graduate tho fourth year 
In the autumn of this year. Being a 
McGill man himself, ho would rather 
have McGill men with the C.A.M.C. 

Men going with the C.A.M.C. receive 
the rank of captain, men sign for the 
duration of the war and fur six, 
months longer if they are required. 
The pay is approximately J3.7G per 
day wllh rations, and such other al- 
lowances as a pension iu case of dis- 
ablement going us high as 1760 a year, 
depending on tho seriousness of the 
disability, treatment iu easo of thick- 
ness, a séparation allowance of S I" 
per mouth to his wife in case lie is 
married, und an outfit allowance of 
$250. Transportation is provided In 
that one may go with any unit or with 
Medical Corps reinforcements. 

I This compares very favorably with 

I I lie conditions in Hie Royal Army 
'Medical Corps. Here the doctor gets 

the rank of lieutenant. The pay is 
probably a little better, but only Î100 
is allowed for outfitting. 

It Is not necessary for men to be 
registered In any province now us it 
was formerly. A degree from McGill 
is now recognized implicitly. 

It Is not known where the men will 
be sent, but he guarantees that th' 
work will bo attractive in any case. 
The possibilities are, Regimental 
Medical Officer, with the Field Am- 
bulance or Casualty Clearing Station, 
etc. 

He mentioned the various stationr. 
and hospitals through which a severe- 
ly wounded soldier passed on the way 
I from the firing line to tho convales- 
cent hospital, and said one might be 
I with any oue of them, or a man may 
I have to examine recruits, a more lm- 
' portant work than w lilch there Is 
, none. 

He hopes to make arrangements to 
bold a qualifying class between the 
close of the final exams, and the 
granting of degrees. 

He understood there was a popular 
idea that the R.A.M.C. held superior 
advantages to the C.A.M.C, and he 
wished to correct this ides. 

There aro 500,000 Canadian soldiers 
now, and every doctor available is 
needed. 

Up-to-date scientific researches nre 
being carried on in some of the lab- 
oratories overseas and should prov'e 
of the greatest interest lo any one 
connected with them. Experiments 
are being made In the development or 
new sera and vaccines. The typhoid 
vaccine and n vaccine for the treat- 
ment of ccrcbro-spiual meningitis are 
proving of extreme value lu tho pie- 
ventlon of these diseases. Cases of 
typhoid are extremely few In those 
who have been Inoculated. 

He said it would give him the gicat- 
est pleasure or bis life to enroll every 
fifth-year man. The object of a dor- 
tor is to cure sickness, and no man 
need let the qualifying course be any ■ 
obstacle to him, 

He called attention to the fact that 
none of the men had practices yet, 
and In case of their going overseas 
their absence will not be felt in any 
community. Those at home having 
practices are doing good, and It is ihe 
duty of the men \a go. 

He thought there, would bo no trou- 
ble In getting transferred from one I 
corps to another later if a man wished 
to do so. 

Dr. Patch was well received, and a 
large number of men will take advan- 
tage of his offer.

For tho last four years Missouri has 
; won the valley conference champion- 
ship in track. Last year this title was,

This is the basis for the generally

Rirmiusham, Eng.— The Bir- 
mingham Guild of Undergradu- 
ates are pct.tlonlng the author- 
ities of the university to hold 
the examinations before March 
,11, instead of in June. A reso- 
lution asking the authorities to 
approach the War Office to se- 
cure exemption from servie» 
for male students until after 
the June examinations was de- 
feated in favor of the decision 
given above. The dale, March 
31, bas been selected in conse- 
quence of the receipt in Bir- 
mingham of the following tele- 
gram from ihe War Office: 

"Please Instruct military rep- 
resentatives in your command 
that in the ease of any student 
who is attending nn examina- 
tion at any recognized univer- 
sity before March .11, 1916, Iris 
calling up may he postponed 
till after the examination, pro- 
vided it is not later than March 
:ilst. and recruiting officers 
should be instructed to make a 
• note in ihe classification regis- 
ler army book 14." 

A circular was issue» recent- 
ly by the Hoard of Education, 
setting out the procedure to he 
adopted by the governing body 
or an institution who desired, 
on the ground of public inter- 
est, |o retain certain advanced 
full lime students of physical 
science or technology who had 
been attested under the Derby 
scheme, The circular also ap- 
plied to a limited number of 
teachers in universities and in- 
stitutions or university rank. 
Apparently, the students' peti- 
tion has reference solely to 
.students of the arts department.

The employment of women in men's 
jobs in creating In England various 
problems which, not only in the Inter
